The next Debate that was among them, was, con- 


cerning the Conſtitution of the Members of this 
preſent Parliament; for it was queſtioned how a 
Parliament could be ſaid to be full, where the third 
Eſtate (made up of old of the Biſhops and Abbots) 
was wanting. The Covenanters replied, That the 
Biſhops were excluded by a neceſſary Qonſequence ; for 
ſince by the Commiſſioners own Conſent they were de- 


tlared no Members of the Church, but à few Days be- 


fore that in the Aſſembly, they could not be admitted 


Members of Parliament, they no more repreſenting 
the Church, And they added further, That by the 
Covenant, Civil Places in Churchmen were abjured as 
unlawful ; and therefore they could pretend to no 
Place in Parliament ; yet they themſelves had their 
Commiſſioner at Berwick, who ſigned the Treaty 
there ; and all along during this barbarous Rebelli- 
on, they aſſumed more Power in Civil Affairs than e- 
ver Churchmen had done in any Nation ; and in end 
became the bloodyeſt Monſters that ever this Nati- 
ons had ſeen, as will fully appear during the Threed 
of this Hiſtory.

two Heraulds in their Coats, mounted the Scaffold, 
one of them had two Papers in his Hand; out of 
one of them, he, with a loud Voice, read theſe Ar- 
ticles. 1. The Parliament has found thee Sir John 
Gordon of Haddo worthy of Death, and thy Head t 
be ftruck from thy Shoulders. 2. The Parliament de. 
clares thee Sir John Gordon of Haddo to be a Vi. 
lain and Traytor. 3. Theſe Arms (which he had 
painted on the other Paper in his Hand) whzch thy 
Forebears through their Virtue has congueſſed and win 
for their Honour, I declare, for thy Treaſon, never to be 
worn by thy Poſterity. And at theſe Words he tore 
his Coat of Arms, and threw them over the Scat- 
fold. All the while Haddo upon his Knees beheld 
theſe Things, without the leaſt Commotion; and 
then ariſing, he forgave the Executioner, gave him 
a double Angel, addreſt himſelf to the Block, and 
had his Head ſtruck off by the Maiden. And thus 
died theſe two Proto-martyrs of Loyalty with all 
that Chriſtian Reſignation and Magnanimity that 
became Men of Honour and good Chriſtians, ſuffering 
for a juſt and honourable Cauſe. Both of their Heads 
and Bodies were put in their Coffins, and carried by 
their Friends to the Gray-friars Chuch-yard, and 
there interred. I have heard it ſaid of Captain 
Logie by ſome who knew him, That he was a young 
5 | Gentle- 
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Gentleman of very, good Courage: As for Sir John 
Cordon, as he and his Anceſtors for many Generati- 
ons, had poſſeſt a very plentiful Eſtate in the Coun- 
ties of Buchan, Foremartine and Garioch, in the Shire 
of Aberdeen, ſo he had got very liberal Education, 
and was a Gentleman of excellent Parts, both na- 
tural and acquired ; but above all, was eminent for 
his Courage and Valour ; and this was the Thing that 


vas thought made his Enemies ſo inexorable, and 


haſten'd his Death; but that I may do Juſtice to his 
Merit and Virtue, and to that always loyal Family 
of Haddo, and now noble Family of Aberdeen; I 
ſhall take the Liberty in this Place, to give ſome Ac- 
count of it. 3% 

All the old Papers of this antient Family are loſt, 
by two Accidents ; the firſt when the Houle of Kelly, 
the Manſion-nouſe of that Family, was taken by the 


Marquis of Argyle, Anno 1644: It was plundered ' 


by his Soldiers, and every Thing deſtroyed that they 


could put their Hands upon, and then did they looſe 


a great many of their Papers. The ſecond, when the 
late Earl lived in Aberdeen a few Years after the Re- 
volution, his Lodging there was burnt by an ac- 
cidental Fire, which was ſo ſudden, that he, his La- 
dy and Children had ſcarce Time in their Shirts to 
make their Eſcape to a neighbouring Houle, to ſave 
their Lives from the Flames. 

This antient Family of Haddo always derived their 
Origine from Sir William Gordon of Coldingknows 
in Berwick-ſhire. In the Time of Alexander III. the

Both of them had given often and ſignal Proofs d 
their Valour, and were much eſteemed by Mantroſ. 
Theſe Two young Gentlemen he ſent into Edin 
burgh, as a Trophy of his Victory, where they were 


immediately condemned, and hanged upon the Caf. 


bill. Their Cruelty did not yet end; they had al 
inſatiable Thirſt after Blood. When their Arm 
came to Linlithgow and Falkirk, there they found, 
or were brought in to them, about 40 or 50 of t 
Wives and Children of the Iriſh; all of whom, 
young and old, big-bellied Women near their Der 
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rery, others with their ſuckling Orphans hanging at 
their Breaſts, they threw inte the River of Almond, 
and there drowned them. They placed Soldiers on 
the Sides of the River, who when the poor Women 
were ſcrambling out to fave their Lives, puſhed them 
in again with the Points of their Pikes, till they were 
dead. A Barbarity, the like whereot was not com- 
mitted by the Spartards in the Conqueſt of Mexico. 

I do not find the Number of the ſlain in the Battle 
recorded. Biſhop Hiſbart ſays, there could not be 
many, except thoſe killed in cold Blood. Moſt of 
the Priſoners of Note, while ſtraggling in Ways 
they knew not, were taken by the Country-people, 
and delivered to the Enemy; the chief of whom 
were, the Earl of [Jartfiela, the Lords Ogilvy and 
Drammoyd, Sir Robert Spotſwood, Sir Alexander 
Leſly of Achtiteai, Sir William Rollock, Sir Philip 
Nisbet, William Murray Brother to the Earl of Ty- 
libardine, Alexander Ogiiuy of Niercarity, Colo- 
nel Nathaniel Gordon, Captain Alexander Guthrie 
Son to the Biſhop of Murray, &c. The Enemy 
got great and rich Spoil, and among the reſt Mon-

The King now in 
the Army's Poſſeſſion, was carried by them from Place 
to Place, and Was lodged at laſt in a {mall Houſe of 
his own at New-Market, where he was much more 
civilly uſed than he had formerly been, either by the 
Scots or Engliſh Presbyterians. He was ſiiffered to 
divert himſelf on the Heath, either in Coach or 
on Horſe-back as he pleaſed. * The Noblemen and 
Gentlemen of the neighbouring Counties were al- 
lowed to wait on him; fo that the Preſence-Cham- 
ber was always throng. Cromwell was more than 
ordinary civil to him; four of his Chaplains were ad- 
mitted to attend bim, as Doctors Sheldon, Morley, 
Sanderſon and Hammond, Divers of his "old Ser- 
vants of his own chuſing were allowed to wait on 
him, and many of the old Officers that had ſerved un- 
der him, were civilly received by the Army,and lived 
quietly in their Quarters ; none of which had been 
granted either by the Scots or Engliſh Parliament. 
When the News of this ſurpriſing Change came to 
Edinburgh, the gov erning Rebels there could not 
imagine to what it would tend, or where it would 
end; however the Committees of Eſtate and Kirk 
appointed a Meeting June 22, and then adjourned 
to July to wait further Intelligence; and on the 
15th Mr. George Winram arrived and told then, 
That the Armies Power encreaſed, and that Liber 
of Conſcience was ain'd at by them, with an Univer 
ſal Toleration, and a great many other Stories e.

Upon their Arrival there, and 
having conferred with their Friends at Weſtminſter, 
one Mr. Roe was ſent down from the Parliament to 
the Committee of Eſtates. The publick Meſſage he 
pretended to bring, was, to urge that the Scots Ar- 
my might be brought from Ireland; and inſtead of 
all their Arrears, offered them only one halt Months 
Pay for Tranſportation : But it was believedithat he 
brought ſome ſecret Meſſages, which the Committee 
did not think proper to divulge. 


(a) There had been a Motion made ſometime be- 


fore this, That to give the Country ſome Eaſe, Leſ- 
ly's Army ſhould be moddled, and a Part of them 
disbanded ; and it was ſaid, That if Hamilton had 
pleaſed (Argyle being abſent) he could have car- 
ried it for disbanding ; but he allowed it to be de- 
layed till the Sitting of the Committee in October, 
at which Argyle being preſent, Hamilton and his 
Party, allowed it to be carried, That the Army 
ſould be kept up to the fitting of the Parliament in 
March 1648.

I'm informed by Gentlemen of that Country, that 
the Anſwer he returned, was, That now almoſt worn 
out with Grief and Fatigue, he could no longer live in 
Hills aud Deus; and that he hoped, that his Enemies 
200 not drive Things to the worſt; or if ſuch was 
the Will of Heaven, he could not outlive that [ad Fate 
be foreſaw His Royal Maſter was like to undergo:

I ſhall on- 
ly notice, that thoſe rebellious Regicides might per- 

trate this barbarous Murder, with the Pageantry 
of a Trial, they erected a High Court of Fuſtice (as 
they call'd it) to fit upon the Trial of their lawful 
Sovereign. The Commiſſioners that actually fat, 
or aſſiſted as Judges on the King's Trial, were 19 
in Number. The Ergiiſþ Hiſtorian names them, as

refuſed to fit. All Things being thus prepared, and 
a Theatre erected to begin the grand Tragedy, on 
Saturday the 2oth of January 1648-9, the Court 
being conſtitute, the King was brought before them. 
Their Accuſation and the Anſwers he made, are to 
be ſeen in his Trial. There was an Accident that 
happened this firſt Day, not to be forgot. While 
he was in the Court, leaning on his Cane, the gold 
Head of it broke off on a ſudden, without any viſible 
Reaſon. He took it up, and ſeem'd unconcerned ; 
yet he told Biſhop Jure, It made a great Impreſſion 
upon him, for be could never poſſibly diſcover how it 
ſhould happen. This Day the Soldiers were very 
rude to him, calling him to his Face Tyrant and 
Murderer. And one of them was ſo rude, as to ſpit 
in His Face; which His Majeſty wiped off, and 
mildly faid, My Saviour ſuffer'd far more than this 
for me. 

Fanuary 24th ( the laſt named Hiſtorian ſays ) 
there were no fewer than 33 Witneſſes gave in their 
Depoſit ions againſt him, raked out of 15 Counties, 
Men of the meaneſt Condition and moſt profligate 
Lives. The King all along declined the Authority 
of rhe Court ; but they being now fully reſolved, 
met tor the lait Time Fanuary the 27th; and that 
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infamous Varlet Bradſhaw, their Preſident, being 
clothed in a Scarlet Robe, pronounced that blood 

and barbarous Sentence againſt their lawful Sove- 
reign, and the Lox D's Anointed, in theſe Words, 
Charles Stewart, as a Tyrant, Traitor, Murgerer 
aud publick Enemy, fhall be put to Death, by ſevering 
his Head from his Body. The Judges that fat when 


the Sentence was pronounced, and formally gave 


their Aſſent, by ſtanding up, were 66. And this 
unparalleled Sentence being thus pronounced, His 
Majetty was carried in a cloſe Chair, with a ſtrong 
Guard, through King's Street and the Privy Garden, 
to His Bed-chamber ; and Two Hours thereafter to 
St. Fames's. 

On Monday the 29. 59 of theſe Judges met, and 
ſigned a Warrant, directed to the Colonels Hacker 


and Hunks, and Lieutenant Colonel Phray, and to 


every one of them, requiring them to ſee the Sen- 
rence pronounced 9aturday laſt, executed in the open 
Street before Vhiieball, upon the Morrow being 3o. 
of this inſtant Month of Fanuary, between the Hours 
of Ten in the Morning and Five in the Afternoon. 
Dr. F1xo7, Biſhop of London, aſſiſted him after his 
Sentence in his private Devotions, and on the Scat- 
fold: And his Benaviour on both Occaſions, is 
fully related by the afore-cited Author and others, 
and to them I thaij refer the curious Reader. And 
now the fatal Moment being come, at the laſt Call 
of Colonel Hacker, He came with him and the Bi- 
ſhop through the Bang:eting-houſe to the Scaffold, 
by a Paſſage made through a Window, The frſt 
Objects he ſaw on the Scaffold (Which was all co- 
ver'd with Black) was Two Executioners in Frocks 
and Vizards, to diſguiſe and conceal themſelves :

And the King having perform'd his Devotions, he 
took off his Cloak and George ; the laſt whereof he 
delivered to the Biſhop, with a particular Emphaſis, 
REMEMBER, and he meekly laid his Neck on 
the Block, deſiring the Executioner to ſtay for the 
Sign, which was the ſtretching out of his Hands. 
Upon which Motion, His Head was at one Blow 
ſevered from his Body. Which being ſhown to the 
aſtoniſhed People, was with His Body put in a Cot- 
fin covered with black Velvet, and carried into His 
Lodging in IWbitebal. 
Thus fell the Royal Martyr, King CRAR LES I. 
in the 49th Year of his Age, after a troubleſome 
and comfortleſs Reign of 23 Years, 10 Months and 
3 Days. | 
mitted upon His headleſs Body (a). His Character 
is given by many learned Engliſh Hiſtorians, many 
of whom were perſonally acquainted with him. He 
has left His lmage and lively Repreſentation, in 
thoſe inimitable Meditations of his, which His Ene- 
mies endeavoured to rob him of ; but it {till remains 
His, and ever will, in ſpight of all their Malice. 
And for me with my weak Pen to offer to give His 
Character, were but to ſully it: I ſhall only ob- 
ſerve, that never was Man endued with more active 
or paſhve Courage, than that admirable Prince was. 
He was afraid of nothing but Sin, and offending 
God; His Enemies dare not brand him with thoſe 
Vices, that the Luxury of Courts entices Princes to. 
He declares Himſelf at His dying Hour, that His 
Heart and Afﬀection never ſtrayed from His Queen, 
from the firſt Time that ever he knew her. And 
| finally, 
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(9 Engliſn Hiſt, Vol. 2. p. 645. 
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finally, for His Piety, he was ſo regular and con- 


ſtant in his Devotions, that nothing could hinder 
him from, or interrupt him in it. And take him al- 
together, tis certain there was never a Prince more 
according to Gop's Mind than he was. The Pres- 
byterzans, at leaſt ſome of them, have endeavoured 
to vindicate themſelves of this odious Crime ( tho 
there are not wanting among them, and that not a 
few, who to this Day approve of it) but Salmaſius 
their Friend very juſtly ſays, That Presbyteriani li- 
garunt, Independentes trucidirunt ; and that in plain 
Engliſh is, The Independants committed this barba-. 
rous Murder, and the Presbyterians enabled and gave 
them Power to do it. They were Simeon and Levi, 
fratres in malo. Inſtruments of Cruelty are in their 
Habitatious. O my Soul come not thou into their Se- 
cret ; unto their Aſſembly, mine Honour, be not thou u- 


nited; for in their Anger they ſlew a Man, and in 


their Self-will they digged down a Wall. Curſed be 
their Anger, for it was fierce ; and their Wrath, for it 
Was cruel. 

The King's Servant, Mr. Herbert, muck ſollicited 
the then Governors, to allow His Royal Maſter's 
Body to be interred in Henry VIT's Chapel at Weſt- 
minſter, near the Grave of King James His Father. 
But that was what they would not allow, alledging 
the Danger of much Concourſe ro that Place, out 
of a ſuperſtitious Reſpect ; and appointed Windſor to 
be the Place of Interrement, allowing it to be in a 
decent Manner, but the Expence of it not to exceed 
L. 500. Upon which, the Corpſe of that Royal Mar- 
tyr was privately carried out of Town by ſome of His 
Servants. And thoſe Four loyal Lords, the Duke 
of Richmond, the Marquis of Hartford, the mart -o 
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Southampton and L:ndj ay, after much Intreaty, were 
allowed to witneſs the Interrement, tho not wait on 
their Royal and Beloved Maſter's Corpſe out of 
Town. When they came to Windſor, by knocking 
on the Pavement of the Chapel, they found a Vault, 


in which were Two Coffins, the one of Henry VIII. 


and the other of Queen Jean his third Wife: And 
there the King's Coffin was, without any other In- 
ſcription, than theſe Words upon a Lead-plate fixed 
to the Coffin, King CHARLES 1648. There 
were many Pens imployed to write Elegies upon 
Him, but I ſhall inſert only one, written by the 
Marquis of Montroſe (as is ſaid) with the Point of 
his Sword, on the Sands at the Sea-thore.

_ Having now brought down the Hiſtory of this 
Nation to this fatal ard dreaiful Period, I thought 
at firſt, that | ſhould have been able to have contl- 


nued the Hiſtory of the Nation to the Revolution ; 


but now having been ſo full in the Hiſtory of this 
preſent Rebellion, this Book is ſwelled to a greater 
Bulk, than is proper tor fo ſmall a Volume; and 
I'm obliged in the few following Sheets, to reſtrict 
myſelf intirely to the Hiſtory of the illuſtrious Fa- 
mily of Gordon, without taking Notice of the pub- 
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lick Hiſtory. But to attone for that, and that the

The Marquis of Huntly having been kept cloſe 
Priſoner in the Tolbooth and Caſtle of Edinburgh, 
ince December 1647, and now the King being mur- 
der'd in England, by that mock and rebellious Par- 
lament of that Nation, the like Parliament of Scot- 
land, to imitate them in their barbarous Cruelty,

Huntly ( as they were pleaſed then to defign him) 
from bis Excellency the Earl of Leven, or the Laird 
of Lamberton, Conſtable of the Caftle of Edinburgh, 
the Morro being the 224 Inſtant; and to cauſe the 
foreſaid George Gordon, in Obedience to the [aid 
Order of Parliament, to be brought to the ſaid Place 
of Execution, and there to ſee the foreſaid Sentence 
duly executed, &c. Xe : „ 
Te fatal Hour being come, March 224 1649, 
he (the Marquis of Hautly) being brought upon 
the Scaffold, one of their bloody Miniſters asked 
him, If be deſired to be abſolved from the Sentence of 
| Excommunication, pronounced againſt him, He an- 
ſwers him, That he was not accuſtomed to give Ear 
to falſe Prophets, as he was, and theretore defired him 
not to trouble him. Then turning him toward the 
People, he told them he was going to die, for hay- 
ing imployed ſome Years of his Lite in the Service 
of the King his Maſter ; That he was ſorry, that he 
was not the firſt of his Majeſty's Subjects who had 
ſuffer*'d for his Cauſe, ſo glorious in itſelt, that it 
fweetned to him all the Bitterneſs. of Death. He 
exhorted all the King's good Subjects not to be dif- 
couraged, for what happened to him; but on the 
contrary, to conſider the Scaffold as a Theater of 
Honour; and to abhor the Doctrine of thoſe, who 
would divert them from that Obedience, which al 
Laws, Divine and humane, obliges them to rendet 
to their Sovereign Prince. He declared further, 
That he had Charity to forgive thoſe, that had given 
their Votes to the Sentence of Death againſt him, 
altho ſo far from being guilty of Treaſon, that on. 
cou 
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could not convince him, to have ever done any 
Thing againſt the Laws ; "That he doubted not, but 
that he was a Criminal great enough againſt Go p, 
requiring to be aſſiſted with the Prayers of all thoſe, 
who had good Intentions for His Majeſty ; . and de- 
daring, he did not value the Prayers of thoſe, who 
were of contrary Sentiments. Thus having ſp oken 
to this Purpoſe, he threw off his Doubler with his 
own Hands; put his Hair under his Night-cap-; 
then having made his Prayer, and embraced ſuch 
"If Friends as were on the Scaffold, he preſented him- 
elf to Death, without any Emotion of Spirit, and 
f with a cheerful Countenance bid the Executioner do 
his Office. And thus wis that gallant and loyal 
Nobleman miſerably murder'd, for no other Crime, 
but his conſtant and loyal Adherence to his Sove- 
teign. His Head and Body were buried! in the new 
0 Church of Edinburgh. | 
" This Marquis of Huntly ta i have formerly aid) 
ſerved ſeveral Years, with much Honour and Repu- 
tation, in Lewis XIII. King of France his Army, 
when he was Captain bf the Gens d Arms of Stot- 
land. He had from him alſo a Commiſſion, to levy 
i Regiment of 2000 Men, to ſerve under his Com- 
mand in the French Army, if he could obtain Liber. 
ty from King Charles I. to raiſe them in Scotland, as 
ippears by a Letter of the King of France to him, 
o the Date at Paris December 10. 1629: But L 
don't find that ever he raiſed them.

His Education was ſuch, when a Youth with King 
Charles I. under the watchful Eye of that learned 
Prince King James VI. and no Doubt the beſt Ma: 
ſters of England, that he could not but have a good 
Share of Learning himſelf, and fo a Love to learned 
Men. I ſhall conclude all I ſhall ſay about this great 
and loyal Man, with the Character given of him by 
Biſhop MHiſbart, in the Edition of his Book printed 
at Edinburgy 1124, P. 171: And 1 hope no Body 


who has peruſed that Book, will think he would be 
partial in his Favours.

The Marquis, beſides his noble 
Birth, iu which he was inferior to no Subject, was 
one of that Power in the North, that he was fear'd by 
all his Neighbours. He had a great Eſtate, many 
Friends, Vaſſals aud Followers; was of a comely Per- 
ſouage and bright Spirit, and had ſtuck cloſe to the 
King's Intereſt from the Beginning of the Troubles. 
On this Account, and on this onfy, be was ſo bated by 
the Hgridticks, that they reſolved to make bim a Sa- 
crifice, ue do but except that unlucky Difference 
be bad with Montroſe, which indeed was hurtful to 
K 15 aud Country, the Marquis had very few Equals. 
As for that Difference, I have already given the Rea- 
ſon of it. In his Death, he verified that reſolute, 
loyal, and (I may ſay, prophetical ) Anſwer he gave 
to Sir Cearge Monro, in the Beginning of the Rebel- 
lion, which I have already taken Notice of.

preſent Marquis, by his Letters-Patent, of the Date 
at Whitehall November 1ſt 1684, conferred on Georg 


Gordon, ninth Earl and fourth Marquis of Huntl, 
the Titles and Honour of a Duke, creating hit 
Duke of Gordon, Marquis of Huntly, &c. with ti 
Privilege of a Regality over all his own Lands and 
And a little thereafter, that excelle 
Prince King Charles II. dying in February th 
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without Children, was ſucceeded by his only ſurviv- 
ng Brother, 
James VII. of that Name of Scotland, and II. of 
England, He is no ſooner ſeated on the Throne of 
Great Britain, than threatned with an Invaſion from 
Holland in the Month of uns 1685. The Earl of 
Argyle, with ſome few Ships from Holand, invaded 


landed in the Weſt-Higblands in Cowel, betwixt 
Loch-fyne and Loch-long. And the King's modell'd 
Forces, under the Command of the Earl of Dun;bar- 
ton, were ſent againſt him; and the Marquis of A- 
thole, with his own Men and a Part of the Militia, is 
appointed to retard his Progreſs, until the Earl of 
Dumbarton ſhould draw near; and the Duke of 
Gordon (now Lieutenant of the North, by a ſpecial 
Commiſſion, dated at Viteball toth of Fune 1685) 
conducting the Northern Forces, ſhould come to 
block him up on the other Side; and in whole Fi- 
delity the King repoſed great Confidenge. 

Argyle being ſufficiently convinced of the Loyalty,

"Sometime , aſter this Kebellion was cruſh'd, the 
King to give ſome Marks of Gratitude to the Family 
of Gordon, for their paſt Services to the Royal Fa- 
mily ; and particularly, for the recent Services and 
Sufferings of that Family, in his Father Charles I's 
Time, he made the Duke of Gordon Governour of the 
Caſtle of Edinburgh, a Poſt of more Honour than 
Profit: And at the ſame Time His Majeſty made 
him a Prjvy Counſellor, and one of the Lords of 
the Treaſury. The King thinking himſelf now ſe— 
cure from all His Enemies, by the Advice of ſome 
of His prime Miniſters, of late Proſelytes to Popery, 
and ſome Prieſts of that Religion, all of them zea- 
lous to promote the Religion . they profeſſed, per- 
ſwaded the King, contrary to the eſtabliſhed Laws, 
to bring in Papiſts to the firſt Places of Truſt in the 
Nation. They endeavoured all they could with the 
Duke of Gordon, to bring him to their Side and Way 
of thinking: But he plainly told, that he foreſaw, 
that that Way would ruine the King at laſt; and 
therefore with all the Power he had, oppoled thoſe 
raſh and precipitant Meaſures, telling them, that his 
Mind was, that they had Toleration enough, in 
having the Liberty of Religion in their own private 
Families, without being noticed.

I ſhall not determine; bur it certainly made ſome 
Impreſſion upon him; For when the Duke went up 
to Court in March 1688, he found the King noticed 
him leſs, and dealt by him with more Reſervedneſs, 
than he uſed formerly to do. Nay betore this, thoſe 
proſelyte Stateſmen ſo far oppoſed him in his pri- 
vate Concerns, that they perſwaded the King to re- 
ſtrict him in ſome of his juſt Rights and Privileges, he 
had over the Lands of ſome of his Vaſſals in Loch- 
aber; and particularly, in a Caſe betwixt him and 
Sir Evan Cameron of Locheol, to which he had as 
good a Right, as to any Part of his Eſtate. All 
which the Duke was obliged tamely to bear with, 
and ſtill retained his Integrity. Nay, they putall 
the Affronts upon him in their Power. They by the 


| King's Order, put in the Artillery-company upon 
bim in the Caſtle; which gave General Douglas Ac- 


ceſs to it when he pleaſed. And that they might 
make the World believe, that they doubted his 


| Fidelity, they cauſed remove from the Caſtle the 
| greateſt Part of the Arms and Ammunition kept 


there, to the Caſtle of Stirling. The Duke having 
turned out one Forbes, Maſter-Gunner, of whoſe Fi- 
delity he doubted ; (and his After-behaviour proved 


it was not groundleſs) they procured an Order from 
Court, without his Conſent, to repone him. 


The Duke of Gordoy being then at Court, when 


| theſe and many other ſuch Affronts were put upon him; 
and not being able to bear them, he offer'd to the King 
| to reſign his Offices, and intreated His Majeſty would 
be pleaſed to allow him to go Abroad for ſome Time. 


But the King ſent him Word by Melfort, Secretary 
of State for Scotland, That He would not permit hin 
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586 he Diffozy of the 
ſion being threatned upon Britain, by the Prince of 
Orange, he did not think it either agreeable to his 

Honour or Duty, nor to the Example of his brave 
and loyal Anceſtors, to leave His Sovereign, when 
threatned with ſo imminent Danger; and therefore, 
not preſſing his Reſignation further, he returned to 
his important Poſt the Caſtle of Edinburgh. Yet 
notwithſtanding the approaching Tempeſt, that 
threatned the King and both Nations, the Duke's 
Enemies never abate their Spite and Malice againſt 
him. And now . 

November 5th 1688, the Prince of Orange, with 
an Army of about 12,000 Horſe and Foot, lands at 

Torbay in Devonſhire. And the King being betrayed 

thoſe he moſt truſted, is in a ſhort Time deſerted 
by His Fleet, his Army (the Scots and Iriſh Troops 
excepted) and all thoſe he moſt truſted; and fo 
having ſent away before him- the Queen and Prince 
his Son, is obliged for the Safety of his own Lite, to 
make his Eſcape-to France. Tho the King was thus 
deſerted by all, no Man daring to appear for him ; 
yet the Duke of Gordon, notwithſtanding the hard 

Uſage he had met with at Court, and the diſadvan- 
tagious Impreſſions his Enemies had made of him up- 
on His Prince's Mind, would let the World ſee, he 
inherited from his Anceſtors a Glory, which no ma- 
litious Repreſentations could rob him of; that is, a 
Loyalty, which no Diſobligement from His Prince 
or Country could extinguiſh ;- and therefore reſolves 
to ſignalize his Fidelity, in ſo general a Revolt of 
His Majeſty's Subje&ts: Upon this Reſolution, he 


addreſſes the Chancellor and Council, to have the 


Caſtle provided with Neceſſaries, for the Entertain- 
ment of the Garriſon of 120 Men, And 3 Months 
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Provilion > oider'd, bendes 200 Botls: Meal; and 
roco Bols Malt betore in the Caſtle. But this Or- 
der was little obeyed, there was not a fifth Part of 
the Bi>ket, nor the twentieth Part of the Beer ap- 
pointed brought into the Caſtle. As to Ammunition, 
there was no more left in it, but as much as was 
judged neceſſary tor Three Months Defence; and 
there were but 17 Bombs left in it. | 

Upon Sunday the 19th of December, the Duke be- 
ing informed, that there was a Tumult ix the City, 
he retired into the Caſtle; and the next Day, went 


viſed him to retire to the Caſtle. But he told him, 
that he was to retire to his own Country; but before 
they parted, he ſigned an Order, to pay to the Duke 
2000 Crowns, to be by him imployed in the King's 
Service. But when he cauſed preſent that Order to 
the General Receiver and Caſh-keeper, they told, 
They bad no Money in their Hands ; and ſo it was ne- 
yer paid. A few Days thereafter, the Duke was in- 
formed, that there was like to be a Mutiny in the 
Garriſon. He called the Officers, to conſult upon 
Meaſures to fi uſtrate this Deſign ; and Colonel in- 
dram, a Gentleman of Ronour and Courage, pro- 
miſed'to watch that Night, and give Notice if any 
Thing looked ill, He made all the Soldiers to go to 
Bed, and told the Duke that all was quiet: But a- 
| dour Midnight, one comes to advertiſe the Duke, 
That a Part of the Garrijon were come in a Tumult to 
the Guard-hall, and were. dragging out of their Beds.

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The Duke was informed, that the Mutineers had

and that they might the more effectually act that vil- 
lainous Part, had ſpread abroad a villainous Report, 
That be was to make the Whole of the Garriſon to 
ſwear, to maintain the Popiſh Religion. Upon 
which, the next Day he gave Orders to draw out 
the Garriſon, and aſſured them, that he was to re- 
quire no other Oath of them, than that of Allegi- 
ance to the King, and Obedience to their ſuperior 
Officers. The moſt of the Garriſon took that Oath, 
and thoſe who refuſed it he immediately disbanded. 
'The Garriſon being thus weakned, and the Duke be- 
ing reſolved to hold out the Caſtle to the laſt, or- 
der'd Francis Garden of Midſtrath, to bring up to 
him from the North, ouf of his own Lands, 45 of 
the beſt and reſoluteſt Men he could find, to ſupply 


the Place of thoſe disbanded. He no ſooner brought 


them to Leith, than the Cry went, That the Dake of 
Gordon was bringing down Papiſts aud Highlanders 
upon them. But he being deſirous, to remove all 


Jealouſies that might ariſe from his Conduct, imme- 


diately commanded them Home again. 

About the 20th of December, the Council ſent one 
to tell the Duke, that they were to ſend ſome of their 
Number to ſpeak to him; and the ſame Day the 

Preſident and Three Counſellors came to the Caſtle, 
and told him, That it was the Councils Deſire, he 
ſhould deliver up the Caſtle to them. To whom he re- 
turned Anſwer, That he was bound to obey the King 
only, and juſtified the ſame, by reading the King's

While this was in Agitation betwixt the Duke and 
the Council, a Report was ſpread, That the Duke

| ſtrates, told them what he had heard, and aſſured 
them, That no ſuch Thing had ever entred in bis 
| Mind ; and that as he bad always been a Friend to the 


„by their giving Orders to intercept 
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City, ſo would be continue to be, as long ds they be. 
baved civilly to bim: And then he ſent for ſome of 
the Officers of the Train'd Bands, and gave them 
the like Aſſurance. Upon which they being called 
before the Council, they declared they fear'd no 
Harm from him. Sometime after this, a Surrender of 
the Government being made to the Prince of Orange, 
he emitted a Proclamation, ordaining all Papiſts to 
quite their Charges, and ſurrender their Commiſſions 
to the next Proteſtant Officer under them. This ſo 
puft up Jobn Auchmuty, Lieutenant of the Company 
in the Caſtle, that be reſuſed to obey any ſurther 
the Duke and Lieutenant Governour's Orders, and 
was adviſed to ſecure both of their Perſons, but the 
Duke managed him fo prudently, that he ſoon re- 
turned to his Duty. After this he was threatned 
with new Dangers, of being betrayed by a Part of 
his Garriſon ; and was adviſed by ſome of the King's 
Friends to {ſurrender the Caſtle, which they judged 
he could not keep out againſt the whole Iſle of Bri 
tain, not one Man in it then ( himſelf excepted ) 
appearing publickly for the King. The Caſtle was 
extremely ill provided for a Siege, there were many 
in the Garriſon whom he could not truſt ; and if be- 
fieged, as he was ſure it would be, he had not the 
leaſt Hopes of any Relief from without. All theſe 
Diſcouragements being conſider'd, no Man, but one 
of the Duke's unſtained Loyalty and reſolute Cou- 
rage, could have entertained the leaſt Thought of 
keeping it out: But he had determined, never to 
ſully the Honour of his illuſtrious Anceſtors, by a 
cowardly Surrender, and therefore reſolved to keep 
it out to the Jaſt. 


Some Days aſter this, there came one Brady to the

'The 25th of March 
the Cameronians were relieved by Major General 
Mackay, with three Regiments, 12 Companies in 
each, from England; with him came Cannon, and 
Ammunition of all Sorts in Plenty, and he cauſed 
furniſh Store of Wool-paeks to make his Ap- 
proaches in order to the Siege. The z3oth of March 
the Duke being advertiſed that the Beſiegers were 
caſting up Ground on the Weſt Side of the Caſtle, 
ame with his Officers in the Night Time to the 
Rampart that looked that Way, and, by the Light 
of ſome Squibs perceived their Approach; where- 
upon he (the Duke) made place a Battery of Can- 
non there, and fire them on, their Works; which had 
od Effect. He continued firing the following 
Nights, which retarded their Works, but conſumed 
nuch of his Ammunition. The Caſtle was ſo ili 
urniſhed, that the Duke was obliged to {end out Nr. 
wurden with ſeven Men, who returned, bringing 
th them ſome Loads of Straw, which they wanted 
uch for charging of their Cannon. Upon the 23d 
April, the Beſiegers were perceived to lodge about 
e Houſe of Cottis on the Weſt ; and ſeveral great 
uns being fired upon them, did beat down an old 
Vall, and did ſome Execution; and at this Time 
abn Gordon went out, and brought in a Brewer, 
"0 Iriſh Gentlemen, and John Macpherſon a Vaſlal's 
In of the Duke's. But before this, 

On the 6th April the Beſiegers had with the Lo!s 
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598 The Diſtozy of the 
ol Men finiſhed a Battery at the Caftle of Collops, 
Houle South of the Caſtle, and planted thereon two 
Cannon 18 Pounders, but in a few Hours they were 
both diſmounted. On the 11th Day the Gariſon 
heard a great Noiſe in the Town, which proved to 
be the Proclamation of the Prince of Orange as King 
of Scotland. Some Perſons took Occaſion, (who ha 
no Good-will to the Duke) to blame him for no 
firing on the Town at that Time : But tis eaſy wit 
Reaſon to refute that Objection, tho' Envy and My 
lice will ſtill be barking. He knew not what wa 
the Ground of this Solemnity, till long after all wa 
over; 


booth, Churches and other Houſes, that it was in 
poſſible to reach it; nor could he hinder it. Ant 
for theſe and other good Reaſons, this Reflection i 
fo idle, frivolous and malicious, that it were vain t 
take any further Notice of it. It would have don 
no more but ſhown his Teeth when he could not bit 
and have been vane ſine viribus ire. 

On the 2oth of April, Mr. Smith the Duke's Ci 
rurgeon came into the Caſtle, which was very e 
couraging to the Gariſon ; and, on the 29th Hem 
Cordon being ſent out for Intelligence, returne 
bringing with him, Lieutenant Fames Hay, J 
Macky, and one Launders an Iriſh Man, having 
the Darknels of the Night loſt other three of the 
Company. The Beſiegers then drained the Lot 
on the North-fide of the Town and Caſtle, to dive 
the Springs from the Wells, but that bad no Effe 
On the th May, the Caſtle fired ſome great Gu 
upon a Houſe near the Enemy's Battery, having d 
covered Soldiers in it, and ſeverals were Killed.

and if he had known, the Place of the Proclz 
n. ation was ſo hidden from the Caſtle, by the To. 
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this Time the Beſiegers began to caſt up a Battery 
at the Multrees bil: On the 11th William Urqubart 
came into the Caſtle, and was ſent out again for ſome 
Neceſſaries; and returned after few Days with John 
Falconar, and they brought with them a Rope for 
mounting of the Cannon, procured by Sir ames 
Grant, who furniſhed the Duke always with what 
Intelligence he got. This Rope came very ſeaſon- 
ably ; for they had been obliged to make Uſe of the 
Well-Rope, ſo ill the Caſtle was provided. 

While the Beſiegers carried on their Works the 
Duke cauſed beat down the Parapets, which were 
but two Foot high, that he might ſecure his own 
Batteries againſt the Enemy's Cannon; and having 
no Cannoneers,made choite of 12 of the ableſt of the 
Soldiers to be for that Uſe, under the Direct ion of 
Captain Dunbar. All the Artillery in the Caſtle 
were, One 42 Pound Ball, One 36 Pound, Four ot 
24 Pound One of 18, and Two of 12 ; all theſe of 
Braſs : Beſides them, ſeverals of Iron, of 24, of 16 
and 12 Pound Ball. There were likewiſe ſome little 
Field-pieces, and one Mortar of 14 Inches Calibre, 
and 15 Bombs. On the 1yth of May the Duke 
cauſed ſound the Wells; and in the high Well 
tound only 10 Foot Water, and the reſt were dry. 
Upon the 19th, the Enemy having got their new 
Artillery planted, -about Ten at Night they began 
to fire on the Caſtle with their great Bombs, from <: 
Battery raiſed at the Weſt Corner of the 'Town-wal!, 
on whigh they had planted two Mortars, and threw 
the Bombs in Pairs: All of them went over the 
Caſtle, or fell ſhort of it at the Meſt-port, not with- 
out Damage to the Houſes of the Town. Upon 
their firing the Caſtle gave them ſome great Guns, 
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pointed to their Bomb- -battery, but without Succeſs. 
Upon this the Duke ordered all the Gariſon to 
lodge in Vaults, as he himſelf then did; and about 
the k tame Time became fickly, and contitined {o for 
ſome Days. Upon the 2oth of May, about One a 
Clock in the Morning, when they had ceaſed from 
firing of their Bombs, there fell much Snow, which 
notwithſtanding the Seaſon of the Year,did ly a great 
Part of the Day two Foot high; the Soldiers ga- 
thered it, and put it into Veſſels, and made 
ule of it for Water, tho* unwholſome, for fear 
the Wells might fail. The 21ſt about Ten a- 
clock at N. ght, the Beſiegers fell again to Work 
with their Bombs, and continued till aſter 12; by one 
of them the Stair of the Church was ruined, another 
falling on the Rock at the back of the low Guard, 
the Houſe tumbled down upon the Soldiers in Duty, 
but did no Harm. After this the Soldigs became 
better acquainted with the Bombs, and could judge 
by their Elevation where they would fall, and ſo 
learned how to ſhun them. May 22. ſome of the 
Belicgers from the Caſlebill, I eſtport and other ad- 
Vanced Poſts, as allo from the Windows in the Town, 
fred upon the Soldiers in the Gariſon, which pro- 
vocked them to fire on the Soldiers when they 
1 them in the Streets, killing a Centinel on 
Caſtlehid, and caſually wounding ſome Perſons 

ret concerned. 

The Duke perceiving a Work caſt up upon the Street 
above the Weigh-houle, propoſed a Parly, to ſpeak 


about the removing of it. The Beſiegers ſaid it was 
done by the Towns-Men. 


that it could be no Deſence to them, and promiſed 
upon removing of the Work, the Towns-Men ſhould 
hav? 


The Duke demonſtated 
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have no Ground of Complaint; otherwiſe not know- 
ing their Deſign in it, he would be obliged for De- 
fence of his Gariſon, to fire at any Work within the 
reach of his Cannon; ſo that by their Fault the 
Town might ſuffer againſt his Inclination : But the 
Beſiegers were ſo little concerned at that, that they 
would not condeſcend to the demoliſhing of it, nor 
allow the Town Major to ſpeak to the Duke: But 
after they had gone and returned ſeveral Times, and 
concluded nothing, ſome People were perceived 
throwing it down, and there was no further Trouble 
about it. All this Time the Beſiegers continued to 
fire their Bombs, but with little Damage. May 24. 
the Beſiegers began to fire their Bombs on Day-light, 
which was more dangerous, becauſe not ſo eaſily per- 
ceived; the 25th, they had got the Elevation of the 
Caſtle exactly, and ſeveral Bombs were thrown into 
the Palace, which deiaced many of the upper Rooms, 
alſo the Church; the Magazine and ſeveral ſmall 
Arms were broken. On Sunday the 26th, the Be- 
ſiegers having finiſhed their new Battery, North of 
the Caſtle, early in the Morning began to fire with 
three Cannon 24 Pounders on the Palace, and the 
Gun Ports of the high Half-moon, and they beat 
down the Balcony on the Top of the Wall : Nor 
were they at that Time ſparing of their Bombs. At 
this Time were the Contents of a Letter from 
a Perſon of Credit from Jrelaud communicated to 
the Duke, which deprived him of all Hopes of Suc- 
cour from thence. | 

On the 28th, a Bomb falling into the Room where 
the Records were, occaſioned a Parly to be beat in 


the Gariſon; and the Duke ſent a Letter to the 
Lord Roſs, giving him an Account of the Accident 


that 
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that had happened, and deſired to ſpeak with him. 
He would not come, but a Captain was ſent from the 


Duke of Hamilton, to whom the Governor propoſed 


the removing of the Records to a ſurer + lace, at the 
Sight of ſome Perſons commiſſioned by the Eſtates 
for that Effect, leſt the Nation ſhould ſuffer a Loſs 
in general. Yet the Eſtates having no Regard to 
that, the Records lay ſtill where they were. May 
29th, the Beſieged obſerved the Solemnity with Bon- 
fires and Squibs, but were obliged to drink the King, 
Queen and Prince's Health in mortifying Liquor. On 
the 31. a Serjeant, a Corporal, and three Centinels de- 
ſerted, which much diſcouraged the Gariſon, fearing 
they would diſcover their Weakneſs and Correſpon- 
dents in Town ; to prevent which the Duke im- 
mediately ſent one Runſiman a Footman, to adver- 
tiſe his Correſpondents to abſcond. He was obſer- 
ved the next Day about Four in the Afternoon 
to be returning with his Sword drawn ; and there 
being ſome great Guns planted toward the Be- 
ſiegers Guards, the Gariſon fired with ſmall and great 
Shot ſo ſmartly on them, that they thought fit to 
let the Footman return fafe to the Caſtle : Upon 
which the Beſiegers were ſo enraged, that they fired 
great Guns, and threw in Bombs inceſſantly to the 
Caſtle, which did much Hurt to Houſes, but nothing 
elſe, except that one John Stewart a Servant of the 
Duke's was wounded by the Splinter of a Door in 
the Face, and loſt an Eye; and till this Time there 
had no Creature in the Gariſon been wounded, ex- 
cept a Cow of the Lieutenant Governor's by a Mus- 
ket Shot; and ſhe was the greateſt Part of the freſh 
Proviſions they had during the Siege. 


After the laſt Deſertion, the Convention ſeized 
all 
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all the Duke's Correſpondents in Town, Men and 
Women, as the Lady Largo, Mris. Ogzlvy, Janet 
Cunningham ; but they were moſt cruelly bent againſt 
Mris. Hay, and Mris. Smith, Grandchild to the late 
Dr. A. ins Biſhop of Gailoway. Sir James Grant 
had been teized before, and ſhut up in cloſe Priſon. 
At the relieving of the Guard at Night, the Duke 
ſpoke to the two Squades ſeverally. He told them, 
He bad unaertuken ihe Defence cf 1his Place, as his 
Enemies muſt acknowledge, and declared for the King, 


when ail Britain jeemed to have abandoned bis Intereſt, 


and had done / only upon a Principle of Conscience 
and Loyalty; and as Conjcience had deiermined him 


to that Ait of Fuſtice, jo it obliged bim to another, 


which was to oblige him to ſtudy the Preſervation of 
all thoje in Garijon with him. And then added, 
Gentlemen, ye know I never broke Promiſe to you. 1 
aſſure you, if we be not relieved in a competent Time, 
I will capitulate, and every one of you ſhall bave as 
good Terms as my ſelf. 

After this the Beſiegers did caſt up Trenches on 
the Corn Land on the North Side of the Caſtle, and 
made up a Work on the North Side of the Caſtle- 
hill, to ſtop all Intelligence from the Town to the 
Beſieged. Both Beſiegers and Beſieged for divers 


Days and Nights fired inceſſantly the one upon the 


other. The laſt loſt not a Man, but the firſt had a 
good many killed at the Wefi-Kirk and elſewhere. 
Upon the gth of Zuxe the Beſieged having no Intel- 
ligence from the Town, longed much for it: Seve= 
ral Gentlemen offered to go out for that End, and 
one Fohn Grant was pitcht upon, and was conveyed 
over the Wall oppoſite to the V ef- port; he pro- 
miſed to inform himſelf diligently if there were any 
Hopes 
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Hopes of Relief; and if fo, to give a Signal at a 
Place agreed upon at a Mile diſtant ; and it none, he 
ſhould give them another different Signal, and then 
retire to the North of Scotland, leſt he might be ap- 
prehended. 

On the yth of June Fohn Grant appeared at the 
Place appointed,and gave the Signal, T hat there was 
no Hopes of Succour ; wherefore the Duke having 
never received a Letter, nor Orders trom the King 
ever ſince he went into the Cal le, tho' he had wri- 
ten often to His Majeſty ; and this I know ex certa 

ſcientia to be true, that there came from the King 
when in Ireland, either five or fix Letters, and were 
ſafely delivered to a Lady of Quality at Edinburgh, 
all of them ſuperſcribed by the King, and ſubſcribed 
by Melfort. The Lady had many Occaſions to have 
ſent them to the Duke, yet ſhe kept all of them up; 
whether out of III-will ſhe bore to the Duke, or out 
of Obedience to ſome ſecret Orders ſhe might have 


received from the Secretary, I ſhall not determine; 


but one of them it muſt be, ſince ſhe had ſo many 
Opportunities of delivering them: Nay, they were 
concealed from him, after he came out of the Caſtle, 
and he never heard a Word of them to his dying 
Hour, nor did ever his Son this preſent Duke of 
Gordon hear of them, until the Year 1724, that I 
was in a Perſon of Quality's, and he told me of 
them, and that he yet had two of them by him ; and 
that the reſt were loſt or fallen by Hand in the 
Year 1725, when the Papers of that noble Family 
were in ſome Diſorder ; and theſe two Letters yet 
extant did Mr. William Fraſer of Fraſerfield and my 


ſelf ſee delivered to this preſent Duke of Gordon, by. 
that Perſon of Quality in the Duke's Garden at 
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Cordon-Caſtle, in the latter End of October 1724, 
and till that Time none of the Family of Gordon ever 
heard of them. 
There were ſome, and ſtill are who blame the 
Duke of Gordon for ſtaying in the Caſtle at that 
Time, and not going to the North and raiſing his 
Friends, Vaſſals and Followers there for the King's 
Service: But theſe Men muſt be of very ſcanty 
Knowledge, who think that he either in Honour or 
Safety could leave ſuch an important Place, commit- 
ed to his Truſt, without the King's expreſs Orders 
for ſo doing: And the King in the laſt of theſe Let- 
ters, heartily thanks him for the reſolute Defence 
he had made of that Caſtle, deſires him to ſtay there, 
and appoint ſuch Deputy-Lieutenants in the North as 
he ſhould be anſwerable for, renews his Commiſſion of 


Lieutenancy, and promiſes him Relief in a ſhort 


Time. For theſe and other obvious Reaſons, I have 
inſert theſe two Letters yet extant in the Appendix 
N. 12. And to return, | | 

The Duke was now out of all Hopes of Relief, 
the Soldiers deſerted fo frequently, and the Straits the 
Beſieged were put to, by the Scarcity both of Provi- 
ſions and Ammunition, were made known to the Be- 
fiegers, by the Deſerters: There were more than 20 
fick Men in the Gariſon; and their Number daily in- 
creaſing, and no Medicines for them, there were 
fcarce 40 Men in the Gariſon able to do Duty: The 
Water was very bad, which occaſtoned the Sicknets 
to increaſe ; there was not Victual for 10 Days, ex- 


tept mouldy Bread, and ſpoiled Salt Herrings: The 


Ammunition was near fpent ; and all other Things 
neceſſary were wanting. For theſe Reaſons it was 
thought neceſfary upon the 5th of June to beat a 
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Parly, and about Six a Clock the white Flag was put 


out; and Major Somerve} with another Officer came 
to the Draw-Bridge, but made Scruple to come 
further ; and ſothe Duke at the one End, and the 
Major at the other, communed. 

The firſt Thing propoſed was, as to the Perſon the 


Governor ſhould treat with, and was in Condition 


to give him Security. The Duke of Hamiiten was 
named, who was then Commiſſioner to the Farlia- 
ment. The Governor deſired to ſee his Commiſſion, 
ſo the Major went for further Inſtructions, and in a 
ſhort Time returned with Major General Lanier, 
the Lord Colcheſter, and Colonel Balfour, Then the 
Exchanges of Hoſtages came under Conſideration, 
They demanded Lieutenant Winram, and offered 


Major Somervel. To that the Governor would not 


agree, and offered Mr. Garden. While this was un- 
der Debate, there came a Meſſage from Duke 


_ Hamilton, that they ſhould treat without the Forma- 


lity of Hoſtages, and fo the Treaty broke off that 
Night, as did the Ceſſation ; and both Parties began 


to fire upon other more inceſſantly than before; and 


this continued for two or three Days; and at laſt 
Colonel Winram intreats the Duke to write to the 


Enemy to renew the Treaty, and offers to carry the 


Letter; to which the Duke condeſcends, and Win- 
ram delivers the Letter to Captain Moody, Captain of 
their Guard ; and in a ſhort Time returns with the 
Lord Colcheſter to the Caſtle. Then the Governor 


gave him the Articles drawn the Day before, vz. 


The Duke was to ask no Terms for himſelf, ſo he 
renders himſelf intirely on King William's Mercy. 


1. Colonel Winram ſhall ſubmit bimſelf 10 King 


William's Pleaſ ure, his Life being ſecured, and all tb 
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reſt of the Gariſon ſhall have their Lives, Liberties, 
and Fortunes ſecured, and Paſſes ſhall be granted to 
thoſe who ſhall take Oaths not to bear Arms againſt 
the preſent Government. 

II. The Gariſon ſhall march out with their Swords 
and Baggage belonzing properly to themſelves. 

III. That all the Gentlemen Volunteers,Servants and 


others, ſhall have the ſame Capitulation with the reſt 
of the Gariſon. 


IV. That ail manner of Perſons ſhall have the Be- 


nefit of the firſt Article, who have kept Correſpondence 


with the Gariſon, and have not been in Arms, and be- 

ing preſently in Edinburgh or the ſame County, ſhall be 

indemnified, and have the Benefit of this Capitulation. 
V. That fick Soldiers ſhall have Liberty to diſpoſe of 


themſelves as they think beſt, they behaving themſelves 
as becometh. | 


VI. That all Officers, Gentlemen, Servants and o- 


thers, Mall have the ſame Benefit with other Lieges, 
they behaving themſelves peaceably . 

VII. A conſiderable Poſt within the Caſtle ſhall be 
immediately ſurrendred, after Security is granted to the 
Gari ſon for Performance of the above Articles, put in 
Poſſeſſion of thoje Forces under Major General Lanier. 

Theſe Articles, after ſome Altercation being agreed 
upon, both Parties ſign them, and the Privy Council 


ratifies them by their Act of this Date, ſigned by Duke 


Hamilton and the Earl of Crauford. Upon the 14. 
of June, 3 Months after the Siege began, the Caſtle 
was ſurrendered, and the Gariſon marched out. There 
were left in it about 40 Barrels Powder, whereof a 


great Part was uſeleſs, being ſpoiled with Water, fix 


Bolls Malt, one Barrel of Salt-Beef, 2 Stone Weight 
of Cheeſe, and two of Butter; ſome Meal, and ſome 
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Biſquet, and ſome ſalt Herrings, which being very bad 
had much impaired the Soldiers Health ; fo that in 
4 or 5 Days Time the Gariſon would have been re. 
duced to live upon bad Meal and worſe Water. And, 
in fine, it is to be noticed, that all the Time of this 
Siege, the Duke of Gordon was obliged to pay the Ga- 
riſon, and defray the other Charges of it, out of his 
own private Pocket. t

\ & R. Robert Freebairn, Arch Deacon of Dumblane, and Mini- 

ſter of Gask in Strathern, a Perſon of great Worth and In- 
tegrity, gave me this following Account: That while Mr. Hen- 
derſon was in his Decay, of which he died, Mr. John Free- 
bairn Father to this Mr. Robert, and one Mr. Rue, and another Mi. 
nifter. whoſe Name I have forgot, went together to viſit him. He, 
the laid Mr. Robert, (who was then a Preacher) went along with 
them. After ſome other Things had paſt in their Diſcourſe, one 
of the Miniſters addreſſed himſelf to Mr. Henderſon to this Purpoſe, 
That now, in all Likelihood, he was a Dying; That he had been 
very much concerned in the publick Commotions which for ſome 
Years before had happened in Scotland; That his Teſtimony (after 
his Death) would be of great Weight with all thoſe who were zeal- 
ous for the Caule, exc. That therefore it was very proper that he 
ſhould lay himſe'f open to thoſe who were then preſent, that they 
might be in a Condition ro encourage their Brethren, exc. To 
which Mr. Henderſon compoſedly and deliberately replied to this 
Purpoſe; That he had indeed been very active in Overturning E- 
piſcopacy, and in Encouraging the Rebellion; but he took GOD 
to Witneſs, That he propoſed nothing ro himſelf when he began, 


but the Security of Religion and the Kirk, in Oppoſition to Popery, 
which, he was made to believe, was at the Bottom of the King's De- 


ſigns; but now he was ſenſible chat his Fears were Groundleſs: He 
had had Opportunities of Converſing frequently with the King, and 
he was fully ſatisfied that he was as ſincere a Proteſtant as was in his 
Dominions: He was heartily ſorry, and humbly beg'd GOD's Par. 
don for it, that he had been fo forward in a Courſe ſo unjuſt: 
fiable; and that if it ſhould pleaſe God to reſtore him to Health 


and Strengih, he would go no farther on in that Courſe 3 and that 


he was heartily afraid they had all gone too far already: The only 


Advice therefore he could give them, (and he intreated them to take 
it as the aſt Advice of a Dying vlan) was, That they ſhould break 


off in Time, for they had gone too far already; nothing now was 


ſo proper for them, as to retrear and return to their Duty to His 


Majcſty, who was the learnedeſt the moſt candid and Conſcienci. 
ous, the moſt religi us, and every-way the beſt King that ever did 
ſit upon a Throne in Brita!n. This his Diſcourſe ſo ſurpriſed them, 
that for ſome time hey lat filent: At length one of them, (I think 
it was Mir. Rue) beſpake the reſt of them afrer this manner; Pre-

am very Weak, indeed, but I am not at all raving; Blefſed be God, 
who of his infinite Mercy allows the Uſe of my Reaſon in this low 
Eſtate, and which I have as much as ever; I hope J have ſpoken no 
Incoherencies, and what I have ſaid, I will ſay over again. Then he 
reſumed what he had ſaid, and enlarged upon it; and deſired them, 
in the Name of God, to believe, that what he ſpake was from his 


Heart, and with the Sincerity and Seriouſneſs which became a dying 


Perſon. After they had taken Leave of him, the three Miniſters 


enjoined Mr. Robert Freebairn a profound Silence of what he had 


heard, diſcharging him to communicate it to any Perſon whatſoe- 
ver; and they added Threatnings alſo to their Prohibition. But he 


(as he told me himſelf boldly told them, That he thought himſelf 
bound in Conſcience to declare what he had heard, as he had Oc- 


caſion; God's Glory required it; and it was Mr. Henderſon's oſe 
that it ſhall be prepaled and propagated. This Account I had oftner 
than once from Mr. Freebairn's own Mouth: He died about 21 or 
22 Years ago, Aged above 70.
